NEW YOBS, Aug. 30.—The American 


Free Traders, in an address "To Friends 
of Freedom," just published, state tha 
the inability of the majority in the no, 
tionul House of Representatives to pass 
a bill for tariff reform, looking only to 
the removal of the heavy burden of tax 
alien from a few great industries, nnc 
the representatives of the Republican 
party and their allies to ev«n coimidei 
an abatement of tariff taxation in any 
degree, imperatively calls for aggressive 
and uncompromising political action by 
the friends of commercial 
freedom 


There can be no doubt that the majoiity 
of the American people, at present act- 
ing in uniaon with one or the other oj 
the two great political.parties, are con- 
vinced of the practicability and necessity 
of tariff reform, and the abandonmenl 
of the hitherto dominant policy of high, 
discriminating and unnecessary taxa- 
tion. A clear statement of the issue 
between protectionists and free traders 
is of itself a demonstration of the truth 
of this assertion. 
On one side the ad- 


* 
vocations of protection start with the 
assumption that under a free and repub- 
lican form of government the power of 
taxation may be lawfully used to pro 
mote private enterprise and build pri- 
vate fortunes, on the false plea, now 
demolished by the bare logic of facts, 
that such legislation betters business 
and raises wages. For a loog period 
.hey have reduced this assumption to 
practice by imposing heavy taxes on 
articles necessary to the processes Of 
great domestic industries, an3 for the 
>enefit of special interests of very small 
relative importance to the aggregate in- 
dustrial interests of the whole country. 
Thus, for years past, our fiscal policy 
las been practically dictated by the
